From out beyond the moon, signals from 
Fioneer \ continue to come in loud and clear. 
The new 
planet, 
in an orbit around the sun 
between the paths of Earth and Venus, is still 
°nl> a million miles or so away. and still using 
its low power transmitter. 


But the sun is 93 million miles from us. and 
eventually Pioneer V s orbit should carry it 
opposite us on the other side of the sun where 
it will he almost twice as distant. There will be 
no signals picked up then, unless transmission 
proves unexpectedly efficient. 


No other nation 
has launched a space 
traveler so well equipped to report back 
The 
potential information to be obtained from Pio­ 
neer V exceeds that provided by all other launch­ 
ings into space. Already it has broken all dis­ 
tance records for the reporting of information 
from the heavens. 


W hat is it telling us of space? 
We don t 
know yet. Scientists will need a little time to 
read and digest its taped messages. The main 
thing it tells us immediately is that it is working. 
Instruments and battery chargers designed 
to work under conditions impossible to duplicate 
on earth — conditions, moreover, known only 
theoretically and partially — might well have 
failed by now. as their designers were uncom­ 
fortably aware. They may fail fairly soon if they 
run into conditions not adequately anticipated. 
But there is hope that if this happens they 
will have already sent enough information hack 
to enable science to extrapolate the causes of 
failure and design better adapted instruments. 
This is the age of miracles, but Pioneer V is 
nothing to feel bla>e about.

The nest dav, newspapers reported that Sen­ 


ator Hubert Humphrey was demanding the resigna­ 


tion of Pau l Vt. Butler from the chairm anship of 


the I ie moi i a lif National ( ommittee for p ren ticed 


talk. H arry Trum an and Sam Rayburn reprim and­ 
ed Butler. The anonymity was broken. The phrase,

did not fool anybody: it should not have been used. 
A man has a name. W hoever unloads a story on 
the people should he responsible for the story. 
I recently broke my rule and attended an “ off the 


record" luncheon for a great man Quite a few were 
pitmen!, .say 20 or 30. at a long table. The food and 
drink was good. The celebrity was important in tie 
news of the day. The questions were trivial, the 
an-wers were what could have been expected from 
questions which were answered a decade ago. Some 
seemed to protect themselves more than others 


As it was all “ off the record." I cannot mention 
where or what it was or I shall he violating the rules 
el hospitality and good manners Nevcrthele--. nothing 
can pi event me from saying that I was boled and that 
not one question was asked winch could not have been 
answered by anyone in the room had he taken the 
trouble to read any cut rent materia! on the country 
involved. I shall go back to my old rule: ll a celebrity 
wants to talk to me. it is "on the record." for the 
record and without the encumbrance of witnesses. 


In the old days, reporters avoided “ off the 
record " interviews with puhlir figures, because 
ibm is an old trick to shut a man s mouth and 
freeze his pen. It is more moral to pilfer a man s 
letter file 01 subvert his secretary by buying her 
a dinner than lo he seduced by getting a dinne r or 
luncheon from the great. I think it was rn* old 
friend, frit/ Kreisler. who had been hued to plav 
his fiddle for a tee. an honorable way to earn a 
living. Bul his 
hostess wanted him to “ m ingle'’ 
with her guests, fo r that he insisted upon being 
paid an extra fee. It was an additional task. out­ 
side his line of duly. 


When a repenter ii asked to one of these 
off the 
record 
gable.-is. he should either refuse to go or de­ 
mand to be paid for his time his being more valuable 
than that ot the celebrity. 


Why is anyone tempted by the celebrity? The 
an>v.er, of course, is that the* newsman i- hungry for 
new - He feels that maybe he will get a morsel: maybe 
th* 
eat m ans tongue will .-lip. Often he want- to 
gnu 
what tin- particular gloat man looks like Some 
repellers and editor.- believe that ii they .-ce a man, 
the\ can understand hun better. We cannot, of coui-e. 
se. Julius Caesar or ( hatlea V hut we have a fairly 
g t>d understanding of them. We have seen Hitler and 
Mu--olmi. if only on television, and we are not even 
close to an understanding of the psychological and 
sociological forces that made them possible in two 
of the most civilized countries. 


Well. I, an old reporter, accustomed to digging f ir 
nuggets of information in what looks like barren .-oil, 
return to my ancient doctrine that what is off the 
record is not news and therefore not worth going alt vt.

If Sen. John F Kennedy of Mas­ 
sachusetts then stumbles along 
the road to Los Angeles Lyndon 
Johnson will he the true front- 
running Democratic contender. 
The Johnson phenomenon is not 
only remarkable in itself It aho 
otters the best text for a badly 
needed sermon on the plight of 
American liberals. Our political 
liberalism is sem iofficially rep­ 
resented, at present, by the Sen­ 
ate's eighteen liberal Democrats.
